The across - the - board 25 per cent 
increase was by the 
Mayor's Advisory Council at the 
Dec. 20 council meeting. The seven - 
member citizens group was asked to 
study the water rate structure after 
the council a_ structure 
which would have imposed the 
heaviest increase on residences 
which use the most water. 


City staff had recommended the 
inverted rate structure as a means 
of encouraging conservation of 
water which costs more as it 
becomes scarcer. 


Council members had opposed the 
inverted structure because it would 
discourage residents from watering 
trees and other landscaping which 
gives Upland its reputation as a 
beautiful city 


The city staff had been 
considering rate increases and rate 
structures since formulation of the 
19%-T7 city budget. City Manager 
Lee Travers had noted during 
budget sessions that an increase in 
water rates would be necessary 
because water costs have risen 
considerably 


Shopping center 
In other action Dec. 20 the council 


denied permission for a group of 
developers to build a shopping 
center on some 18 acres at the 
northwest corner of Grove Avenue 
and San Bernardino Road. 

The council denied the zone 
change for a market, small shopping 
mall and apartment complex even 
though members agreed that 
controlling business and limiting 
competition is not the city’s 
concern. 

Councilman Hal Bailin had moved 
to approve the commercial complex 
with the addition of: a zoning 
condition which would have given 
the city control over development of 
the shopping center. 

But the remainder of the council 
apparently believed testimony that 
an additional market would cause 
existing markets to fail — leaving 
abandoned buildings and increasing 
blight and deterioration along East 
Foothill Boulevard. 


The recently completed review of 
Upland’s general plan states 
Foothill Boulevard already has too 
much commercial zoning; Mayor 
pro tem John McCarthy noted and 
added, “I can’t see extending C-4 
(commercial) zoning, expecially for 
this type of development.” 

Also Dec. 20 the council: 

— Rejected a subdivision plan for 
30 lots at the southwest corner of

students and provide a comparison 
with all high schools statewide and 
with similar high schools. ' 

Seores show that Upland High 
School ranks the highest among the 
five schools in the Chaffey 
Joint Union High School District. 
Upland also ranks in the top 30 per 
cent statewide and has high ranking 
when compared to schools with 
nmilar students. 

The Chaffey district as a whole 


also made a good showing by placing 
solidly in comparison with similar 
districts. But the district, with its 
wide range of student backgrounds 
and skills, placed below 60 per cent 
of high school districts statewide. 

In three areas Upland ranked 
among the top one-fourth of schools 
statewide and fell into the top third 
in the fourth category. 

Upland was ranked at the 78th 
percentile statewide in math 





and team-taught arithmetic fundamentals 
classes. UHS seniors who took the California 
Survey of Basic Skills test in December 1975 
scored in the top one-fourth of high schools 
statewide in mathematics, written expression 
and spelling, and scored in the top one-third of 
schools in reading.

THE UPLAND NEWS established 1894. Adjudicated, qualified to publish legal advertising.

In rejecting the subdivision map, 
council members noted the state 
will hold a hearing on the proposed 
freeway 2 p.m. Jan. 5 in the Upland 
council chambers. 

— Set a 90-day limit for delaying a 
zone change north of the Foothill 
Freeway route. The Council had 
asked for a staff study and 
recornmendation for the best lot size 
for the area, which some council 
members have called ‘‘prime 
residential’ land. 

The area presently is zoned for 
16,000 - square - foot minimum lot 
sizes but some council members, 
especially Mayor George Gison, 
hope the staff study will show the 
area should have 15,000 - square - 
foot minimum lot sizes. 

Planning Director Bill Young told 
the council the staff study on the 
area is proceeding slowly because of 
the amount of work facing the two 
full-time planning employes. 

— Approved a general plan 
amendment deleting designations 
for six park and school sites. Park 
and school development plans have 
changed since. the sites were 
designated, and several of the sites 
already have been developed into 
residential uses. 


(meaning 78 per cent of the schools 
did not score as well and 22 per cent 
of the schools scored better). 
Schools in Upland’s comparison 
band scored from the 60th-81st 
percentile in math, so Upland’s 
score was on the high end of the 
expectancy band. 

In spelling Upland placed at the 
77th percentile statewide and was at 
the top of the comparison band 
which ranged from 54 to 77. Upland 
scored similarly in written 
expression ranking at the 77th 
percentile statewide and ner the top 
of the expectancy band which 
ranged from 57 to 79. 


Upland’s reading score ranked the 
school at the 70th percentile 
statewide and slightly above 
midway in the comparison band 
which ranged from 56 to 78. 


C. Robert Erickson, district 
assistant superintendent for 
instruction, noted the ranking in the 
expectancy band is particularly 
meaningful since schools can see 
how similar schools scored. 

In essence, a school which scores 
within its expectancy band is 
considered to be doing a good job of 
educating its students. But, 
Erickson noted, school officials 
always hope to improve teaching. 

The four test categories are 
divided into individual areas to give 
schools an indication of what areas 
students are strong in and what 
areas they are less familiar with. 

Teachers and administrators 
individual areas 
discovered that Upland students 
scored high in vocabulary, werd 
forms, sentence recognition and 
use, fractions, decimals, and 
measurement and statistics. 

Student scores were lower in 
reading interpretation; reading 
comprehension, capitalization and 
punctuation, paragraphs, number 
concepts, and geometry. 

Erickson said teachers at each 
school will use the ratings to see 
which study areas need more 


emphasis. 

The district is also formulating a 
rating system which may be more 
accurate because it measures 
educational goals actually set by 
the district. The statewide test, in 
contrast, tests some skills which the 
district may not consider as 
important and thus, aren’t 
emphasized by teachers.

A far-flung group of 
citizens enables Chaffey 
College to provide 
something extra for 
thousands of persons in its 
vast district. 

The group is the 
extremely active Advisory 
Council for Community 
Services which comprises 
30 members from ai! points 
of the Chaffey compass. 

That ‘‘something extra’”’ 
is other than the standard 
college offerings. It’s 
community service in 
terms of special classes, 
special events, special 
things to do. 

What the council helps the 
college deliver is a program 
attuned and apportioned to 
the tastes and age levels of 
a diverse population. 

With membership 
appointments subject to 
board of trustees approval, 
the council is 
representative of the 
communities for which it 
speaks. 

Headed by Alta Loma 
homemaker’ Shirley 
Bonneville, the council has 
evolved into a 
recommending agency with 
muscle and voice. This 
voluntary group keeps the 


college constantly alert to 
the educational, cultural 
and recreational needs and 
interests of the Chaffey 
communities. 

The council works closely 
with student services vie 
president June Teitsworth. 
Am:ong her. other 
responsibilities, Miss 
Teitswort: is charged with 
the development of a 
community services 
program proportioned to 
the concerns of the total 
Chaffey domain. 

No community is 
shortchanged in the 
budgeting of community 
services offerings at its 
local level. The college uses 
a demographic formula to 
assure a fair-handed 
application of fiscal 
resources accruing from 
the permissive community 
services tax. 

The bulk of. the 
community services budget 
is deployed for the outreach 
part of the program in 12 
community areas, with 


resident advocates sitting 
on the council. 
Specifically, 80 per cent 
of the dollars are prorated 
in per capita terms for Alta 
Chino, Corona, 


Loma, 


Cucamonga, Etiwanda, 
Fontana, Guasti, Montciair, 
Mt. Baldy, Norco, Ontario 
and Upland. The 20 per cent 
remainder is earmarked for 
the on-campus and civic 
center part of the program 
and/or offerings shared by 
two or more communities. 

The community services 
report for the past 
academic year in this 
district notes that: 

a 3,010. persons 
registered for 142 short- 
term non-credit couses, 
mostly at off-campus 
locations. 

— 83 permits were issued 
to organizations for the use 
of Chaffey College facilities 
under the Civic Center Act, 
accommodating 25,346 
persons. 

— 14,983 and 12,400 in 
accumulative attendance 
were scored respectively by 
the Daniel B. Milliken 
Planetarium and the Rex 
W. Wignall Museum- 
Gallery. 

— 5,262 youths and 
grownups participated in 
five sports projects in the 
summer months 
(swimming, football, 
baseball, wrestling, track.

ages shared the fiesta of 
Semana de la Raza and 375 
homecomers celebrated 
Chaffey’s Founders’ Day. 
District funding for that 
year’s program was 
$198,623, based on a 
community services tax 
rate of 2.24 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. 


Community services 
funding for the current year 
is $366,437; the tax rate, 3.73 
cents. The increase was 
justified by district growth, 
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the annexation of the 
Corona-Norco area. 

Both Miss Teitsworth and 
Mrs. Bonneville are 
convinced that the program 
has a distance to go to catch 
up with the growth of the 
district. 

“There are still many 
community services needs 
to be met, many concerns 
that must be sidetracked 
until we have the funds to 
deal with them,’’ Miss 
Teitsworth said.

With growth as the main 
factor, a case could be 
made for a 1.27 cents 
increase in the community 
services tax rate to the 5 
cents maximum allowed by 
the state, she said. 

Miss Teitsworth 
explained that such an 
adjustment would bring in 
an additional $124,763, 
raising the revenue for 
community services 
purposes from $366,437 to 
$491,200. 
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The ‘‘invisible plus” in 
the community services 
budget is the advisory 
council under Mrs. 
Bonneville, who is 
completing her second year 
as leader of this 
organization.

WHEREAS, there has been filed in the office of the City Clerk of the City 
of Upland three (3) copies of the Uniform Building Code, the Uniform 
Mechanical Code, the Uniform Housing Code, and Code for the Abatement 
of Dangerous Buildings in their 1976 editions, and the Uniform National 
Electrical Code and Wi Code in their 1975 editions; and 
WHEREAS, the Council has been advised of the necessity to amend 


# certain of the Uniform Codes and in pursuance to Health and Safety Code 


Section 17958.5 and Section 17958.7 has determined that the qualifications 
and changes to said Uniform Codes are reasonably necessary because of 
local conditions; and i 

WHEREAS, it is deemed to be in the best interest of the citizens of the 
City of Upland that these Codes be adopted for the protection of the citizens 
of the City of Upland; 

_ THEREFORE, the City Council of the City of Upland does ordain 
as follows: 

SECTION 1. Section 8100 and Section 8100.1 of the Upland Municipal Code 
are hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 8100 — Uniform Building Code, Filing and Adoption. 

That certain code desigiated as the ‘‘Uniform Building Code, 1976 
Edition, Volume I,”’ including the Appendix thereto, excepting Chapters A- 
51 and A-57 and the ‘Uniform Building Code Standards for Volume I, 1976 
Edition,” a8 published by the International Conference of Building 
Officials, three copies of which are on file in the office of the City Clerk, is 
hereby edopted by reference and shall henceforth be referred to as the 
Building Code for the City of Upland, subject to ali amendments, additions 
and deletions as set forth in this chapter.” 

The City Council hereby makes an express finding that the following 
changes or modifications are necessary to the Uniform Building Code and 
the Uniform Building Code Standards as set forth in Section 8100 above 
because of local conditions and said express findings are as follows: 

(a) Table No. A — Building Permit Fees are amended to include fees 
required by the State. 

(b) Section 1501, Division 2, is amended to include masonry walls in that 
due to the topography of Upland masonry garden walls are not uncommon | 
to a height of eight and nine feet. These walls present a hazard which is 
necessary to regulate. 

(c) Sections 1807 (a), 1807 (b), 1807 (e), 1807 (m), 1907, and 3802 (b) are 
amended and modified in that with the manpower and equipment within the 
Fire Department, it is impossible to fight fire in a building that is higher 
than three stories or forty-five (45) feet. With this limit placed on any 
building of this height, it would require the owner to help provide the 
protection necessary to give fire and life safety to the occupants of the 
building. 

(d) It is expressly determined by the City Council that it is necessary to} 
change Chapter 70 of the Appendix, Excavation and Grading in that the City 
lies almost entirely upon a grade of over 4% and the soil is extremely rocky 
making it virtually impossible to grade in some instances. By reason of the 
express findings set forth by the City Council, the following changes andj 
modifications are made to the Building Code | 

“Section 8100.1 — Amendments to the Building Code. 

The following sections of Volume I, 1976 Edition of said Building Code, 
including the Appendix, as aforesaid, shall be, and the same are, hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

(a) Table No. 3-A — Building Permit Fees. The fees in Table No. 3-A 
shall be amended to include fees required by the Public Resources Code of 
the State of California, Section 2700 et seq., including the clerical costs of 
collecting and reporting same. A copy of the fee schedule shall be kept on 
file in the Building Department. 

(b) Section 1501, Division 2, is amended to read as follows: ‘‘Fences over 
six (6) feet high, tanks, towers, and masonry walls.” 

(c) Section 1807 (a), paragraph two, is amended to read as follows: 
“Such buildings having floors used for human occupancy located more than 
three (3) stories or forty-five (45) feet above the lowest level of Fire 
Department vehicle access shall conform to the requirements of this 
section in addition to other applicable requirements of this Code.”’ 

(d) Section 1807 (b), Compartmentation, is hereby deleted. 

(e) Section 1807 (e), Voice Alarm System, is amended to read as follows: 
“Both the detection system and the alarm system shall activate a voice 
alarm system capable of being operated from the central control station on 
a general as well as a selective basis. The alarm shall be designed to be 
heard by all occupants of the building or designated portions thereof as 
specified for the voice communication system The elevator lobby detector 
required by Chapter 51 shall be connected to the system.” 

(f) Section 1807 (m), Fire Sprinkler Alternative, paragraph one, is 
amended to read as follows: ‘Sprinkler protections conforming to the 
following shall be provided.” 

(g) Section 1907 is amended to read as follows: ‘‘Type Il buildings shall 
comply with the special provisions in high rise buildings in Section 1807 as 
amended.” 

Exception: ‘‘The reduction provisions for roofs in 1807 (m) 2 (i) are not 
permitted.” 

(h) Section 3802 (b) is amended by adding a subsection 12 to read as 
follows: ‘‘In all buildings three (3) or more stories in height.” 

(i) Chapter 70 of the Appendix, Excavation and Grading, is amended as 
set forth in Chapter 9 of this ordinance.” 

SECTION 2. Section 8200 of the Upland Municipal Code is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 8200 — Uniform Mechanical Code, Filing and Adoption 

That certain code designated as the ‘Uniform Mechanical Code, 1976 
Edition,” published by the International Association of Plumbing and 
Mechanical Officials and the International Conference of Building 
Officials, together with its Appendix and Uniform Mechanical Code 
Standards, three (3) copies of which are on file in the office of the City 
Clerk, is hereby adopted by reference and shall henceforth be referred to as 
the Mechanical Code for the City of Upland, subject to all amendments, 
additions, and deletions as set forth in this chapter.” 

SECTION 3. Section 8300 of the Upland Municipal Cede !s hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 8300 — Uniform Housing Code, Filing and Adoption 

That certain code designated as the “Uniform Housing Code, 1976 
dition” as published by the International Conference of Building Officials, 
and all Appendices thereto, three (3) copies of which are on file in the 
office of the City Clerk, is hereby adopted by reference and shall 
henceforth be referred to as the Housing Code for the City of Upland, 
subject to all amendments, additions, and deletions as set forth in this 
chapter.”

Day care centers needed 


Dear Anita, 

I’m a Clerk-typist. On my 
salary of $700 plus $200 from 
my ex-husband, I’ve been 
able to keep my home, buy 
an automobile, establish 
credit and raise my three 
children since my divorce 
in 1973. Now my youngest - 
age 3 - needs day care and I 
can’t afford it. I’m facing 
the loss of everything - even 
my home - and welfare if I 
have to quit my job to care 
for my children. Is anything 
being done for women who 
need low-cost, decent care 
for their children?

Dear M.B., 

The state legislature 
passed several bills last 
year to help provide day 
care, but obviously the need 
is great. An increasing 
number of women with 
children under the age of 6 
are working to help their 
families meet rising costs 
or as heads of households. 

Ideally, child care that 
provides educational

enrichment and positive 
socializiag experiences 
shoule be available to 
preschool children. But that 
kind of care is expensive; 
and our society has yet to 
agree on how such costs 
should S2 borne. Some 
People think the state and 
federal governraent should 
partially pay, while others 
think costs for child care 
should be borne solely by 
each family. 

Obviously, women and 
men in your position need 
some assistance. 

The legislature last vear 
passed several -vasures 
which will help to a limited 
extent.

for many years it was 
common medical practice 
to treat a number of 
medical conditions ‘of the 
face, head and neck with X- 
ray therapy. Among these 
conditions were acne, 
ringworm of the scalp, or 
enlargement of the 
adenoids or thymus gland. 


It has recently been 
discovered that some 
people who underwent these 
treatments have 
subsequently developed 
thyroid cancer. 
Fortunately, in most 
instances thyroid cancer 
can be treated successfully. 


There are still occasional 
cases of severe acne 
treated with X-ray therapy 
when other types of 
treatment have failed. Most 
X-ray therapy, however, for 
the problems cited above 
was discontinued 15-20 
years ago; therefore, this is 
a matter that primarily 
concerns persons age 20 or 
older. 


Not everyone who has had 
X-ray therapy of the head 
and neck in childhood is in 
danger. One recent report 
indicated that seven per 
cent of those so treated 
developed thyroid cancer. 
this 


showed up as long as 30 
years after the X-ray 
treatment. 

Of course, thyroid cancer 
may also develop in persons 
who have never received X- 
ray therapy to the head and 
neck. 

A major problem is that 
the individuals may not be 
aware that they were 
treated with X-ray since 
most were children at the 
time. Medical records are 
not always available over 
long periods of time as 
people move from place to 
place. There is no way, 
accordingly, to get the word 
out to many persons who 
may be at risk of thyroid 
cancer. For those who do 
know their childhood 
medical history, this 
warning can be extremely 
helpful. 

X-ray treatment should 
not be confused with 
ultraviolet light treatment 
which continues to be used 
for certain skin problems; 
nor is there any indication 
that routine diagnostic X- 
ray and radioisotope 

procedures produce any 
thyroid abnormalities. 

If you know, or think, that 
you received head or neck 
radiation when you were a 
child, you are advised to see 
your personal physician for 
an examination. 

If your physician feels 
that it is appropriate, you 
may be referred to a 
nuclear medicine specialist 
for a thyroid scan. This is a 
safe, painless test which 
has proven to be quite 
effective in the detection of 
early thyroid cancer. 


Drivers urged to

With alcoholic’ 
consumption a factor in 
more than half of all traffic 
deaths, and studies showing 
that one out of 50 drivers is

‘Since alcohol is a 
depressant, it slows down 
mental and physical 
activities, even when 
consumer in_ smail 
quantities,’ said Robert J. 
Cheney, Auto Club public 
safety manager. ‘‘It 
impairs decision - ing, 
eye coordination and 
muscular control.”

— The drunk driver often 
travels with his or her 
window roiled down (in 
spite of cold or rainy 
weather). 

_ Erratic and 
unnecessary flashing of 
brake lights (intoxicated 
drivers tend to be over- 
cautious). 

— Drivers who swerve 
wider than necessary when 
passing other vehicles or 
take unusually long times in 
regaining their lane of 
traffic. 


— Drivers who slice back 
into their lanes too soon 
after passing (may be 
intoxicated). 

—Weaving back and forth 
on the roadway (the most 
common indication) and 
straddling lane lines. 

Characteristics of 
drinking drivers that may 
not be as obvious to most 
motorists include the 
following: 


— The person who drives 
slowly in the center lane of 
traffic (seemingly oblivious 
to reality) or appears 
unaware of his or her 
surroundings.

Previously, a major 
barrier to women was 
simply that they didn’t 
know of such openings. But 
several bills strongly 
supported by the 
Commission on the Status 
of Women changed that. 

Effective Jan. 1, local 
governments must annually 
publish a list of all 
upcoming vacancies 
including names of 
appointees, dates of the 
expiration of their terms 
and the required 
qualifications. You can get 
the list from your board of 
supervisors or city council. 

A bill passed last year 
requires that all state 
boards and commissions be 
broadly reflective of the 
general public, including 
ethnic minorities and 
women. For instance, one 
important body - the state 
Industrial Welfare 
Commission which 


regulates minimum wages 
and benefits - must include 
women on its five-member

board under a new law 
effective in January. 

So new opportunities to 
serve on such important 
bodies are opening up to 
women.

Unfortunately, 
women are not immune. 
The little research 
available on the incidence 
of rape attacks on the 
elderly suggests that it is 
higher than we thought.

Criminologists estimate | 


that rape is the most 
frequently committed 
crime in America today. 
The California Bureau of 
Criminal Statistics reported 
8,349 cases in 1973 and 8,787 
in 1975. These figures are 
general, however, and 
include assaults on children 
and various sex crimes. The 
sad fact is, when rapes are 
reported few rapists are 
convicted. Only 24.8 ~per 
cent of those sentenced 
served prison time. 

The 
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Commission on the Status 
of Women supported 
legislation introduced in the 
last legislative session to 
guarantee the privacy of 
address and phone number 
of rape victims during court 
hearings to encourage them 
to report the crime. 
Legislation such as 
mandatory sentencing is 
also needed to make a real 
impact on rapists.
